Wes Craven is a name that’s surfaced in the last 
few years in the horror & supernatural genre. 

Remember LAST HOUSE ON THE LEFT? 
Craven wrote & directed it. 

THE HILLS HAVE EYES? Craven directed. 

And for NBC/TV he directed Stranger in Our 
House, the stranger being none other than the 
EXORCIST girl, Linda Blair. 

Craven is becoming so well-identified with psy- 
chological thrillers that he was recently honored 
at the Toronto Film Festival. 

His first filmscript, made on a shoestring bud- 
get of $90,000, has grossed $10 mil to date at the 
boxoffice. That’s pretty gross. 

Max Keller, the producer & coscripter, told FM 
his hobby is “chasing down good stories.” (Tip: 
Look into some by your namesake, David H. 
Keller. Such as “Creation Unforgivable,’ ‘‘The 
Dead Woman,” “The Abyss.” Plenty of macabre 
chills in those!)

Early in the produc- 
tion Ernest Borgnine was injured in an accident 
with a horsedrawn carriage, forcing him to miss 
several days shooting. Colleen Riley was shaken 
up in the same mishap. Then Borgnine’s stand-in 
fell from a horse and broke his wrist. One of the 
animals died and Maren Jensen needed to be hos- 
pitalized with the flu.”
